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Quincy Receives 
$2.98M State 
Seawall Grant 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The city of Quincy was 
recently awarded a $2.98 
million state grant to help 
replace the seawall along a 
section of the Houghs Neck 
shoreline. 

Ward 1 Councillors Da- 
vid McCarthy said construc- 
tion of the Houghs Neck 
seawall will likely begin in 
the second half of 2022 at 
the earliest as the city puts 
the finishing touches on a 
seawall that protects the Ad- 
ams Shore and Post Island 
neighborhoods. 

Gov. Charlie Baker on 
July 28 announced the 
state was awarding a total 
of $17.3 million in funding 
to 28 cities and towns for 


coastal infrastructure, dams 
and levees. The largest of 
those grants was given to 
Quincy, which received 
$2.98 million to replace the 
seawall that stretches from 
Babcock Street to Bayswa- 
ter Road. 

The work along that 
stretch of Shoreline in 
Houghs Neck represents 
phase two of the city’s plan 
to replace the seawall along 
Quincy Bay. Phase one of 
the project, replacing 6,900 
linear feet of seawall from 
Chickatabot Road to Bab- 
cock Street, commenced in 
the spring of 2020 and is 
nearing completion.

Lebo and Gutro are in- 
cumbents; they will have 
the wording “candidate for 
re-nomination” after their 


names on the ballot. Per- 
dios, who was appointed to 
the school committee to fill 
a vacancy last February, will 
have the wording “current 
school committee member” 
next to her name on the bal- 
lot. 

The other four candidates 
will only have their street 
addresses next to their name 
on the ballot. 

In the final election, the 
school committee candi- 
dates will be listed alpha- 
betically beginning with the 
incumbents. 

The preliminary election 
Tuesday, Sept. 14 will pare 
down the seven-candidate 
field for school committee 
to six candidates.

to say, almost a punch-list- 
type phase. All the major 
revetments, seawall blocks, 
drainage — everything is in 
place — but like any big job 
they are coming back to fine 
tune things,” McCarthy said 
of the phase one work dur- 
ing a recent interview. 

The new seawall along 
the Adams Shore and Post 
Island neighborhoods was 
built two feet higher than 
the one it replaced. The de- 
sign of the new seawall also 
allows the city to raise its 
height another two feet in 
the future if necessary. 

The $17.8 million proj- 
ect also includes drainage 
improvements in the area 
of Chickatabot Road and a 
drainage study for the entire 
area behind the new seawall. 
Included in that is a study 
of drainage in the Willows 
Marsh, the cost of which the 
city will split with the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

The phase one work has 
gone well overall, McCar- 
thy said. He also noted the 
contractor for the project 
had to redo its work in the 
Post Island neighborhood — 
at the contractor’s expense 
~ because the initial work 
there was not up to grade. 

“Everybody has been 
pretty pleased. We got 
through that period of time 
where we were in every- 
one’s yard on Sea Street all 
of the way up disrupting 
life in general. Now we are 
at the point where the walls 
and the drainage is in,” Mc- 
Carthy said. 

“We're back and forth 
trying to help people’ line 
contractors up to put private 


stairs in. The public stairs 
are all in process if they are 
not all done. We will come 
back another time too and 
help people if they need 
some help elevating things 
in their backyards a little bit 
because we are up two feet. 

“They replaced I think it 
was 600 feet over at Post Is- 
land that was in incorrectly. 
Both the mayor and myself 
had met several times and 
he wanted it done right. 
We’re spending $18, $20 
million when it is all said 
and done, or whatever, so 
that got replaced. 

“Shelton Road went 
well. Terne Road went well. 
Now we’re up trying to fin- 
ish Norton Road. 

“The outfall pipes, a lot 
of them went in. We cov- 
ered over the outfall pipes 
with stone and they came 
out really good, just to pret- 
ty them up, make them safer 
for people if they’re out 
swimming. 

“We’re pretty close. It 
will go on for the next sev- 
eral months. They will be 
back and forth. Their punch 
list is a lot bigger than a reg- 
ular punch list. 

“Tt came out quite well.” 

McCarthy said the city 
plans to hold off “a little bit 
to do some redesigning, les- 
sons learned, engineering 
and of course funding and 
just regroup,” before begin- 
ning phase two of the proj- 
ect between Babcock Street 
and Bayswater Road. 

“Anything we’re going 
to do now is just on sections 
that need it — emergency, 
we'll call it, work,” he said. 
“There are areas down by 


Bayswater that I have been 


down there with constitu- 
ents a few times where the 
seawall is very old. 

“If you know Manet Ave, 
it is low at the beginning, it 
rises up, it goes back down 
and then it rises up again 
by Malvern Street, Newton 
Street, Oswego — so you’re 
up top — so there is really 
some time to do the seawall. 

“Then you go down to 
Bayswater and some of the 
houses are like Sea Street — 
they are right on the wall. 
We’re going to try to go 
down there and replace 
some blocks, do some. hy- 
draulic cement work and 
make sure it is secure until 
we come back.” 

Work on phase two could 
begin in the summer or fall 
of 2022, McCarthy said. The 
city plans to take a breather 
and ensure all the phase one 
work, including the efforts 
with the Army Corps of En- 
gineers, is complete before 
moving to phase two. 

“We are going to take a 
deep breath here and make 
sure that phase one is com- 
pletely taken care of, which 
also leads to the Army 
Corps of Engineers and the 
marshes behind Sea Street 
we are déaling with the 
Army Corps’ with, putting 
a tide gate at the culvert to 
relieve some of the pressure 
when Sea Street takes wa- 
ter,” he said. 

“It will always take wa- 
ter — we're just hoping that 
the drainage and some of the 
engineering we did is going 
to alleviate that issue.” 

The new seawall: from 
Babcock Street to Bayswa- 
ter Road will be “almost 
identical,” in. design to the 


seawall put in place from 
Chickatabot Road to Bab- 
cock Street, McCarthy said 
but “operational-wise they 
might do it a little different.” 

Community meetings 
will be held before phase 
two of the project begins, 
McCarthy said. 

“As soon as we get to 
the point where we know 
we’re going to start to get a 
firm understanding of when 
we're going to come back, 
we will have multiple pub- 
lic meetings with the folks 
down there along the wall 
and even Babcock Street, 
the street behind Manet, and 
Stoughton Ave, whichis be- 
hind there,” he said. “They 
are all affected by that water 
when it comes over.” 

McCarthy hosted sev- 
eral community meetings 
before phase one of the 
project began and the city 
redesigned the seawall as a 
result of feedback from area 
residents. Residents had 
said they preferred a more 
traditional, “jersey barrier” 
design for the seawall rather 
than the originally proposed 
structure that would have in- 
cluded a 12-inch wide slab 
of concrete bolted onto the 
front of a concrete base. 

Prior to replacing the sea- 
wall that runs from Chick- 
atabot Road to Babcock 
Street, the city replaced 
the seawall along Edgewa- 
ter Drive, which is located 
along Hingham Bay on the 
opposite side of Houghs 
Neck. That seawall has held 
up well, McCarthy said. 

“In the last couple of big 
storms we've had, Edgewa- 
ter really holds up nice,”

SCAM ALERT #1: TRAVEL SCAMS 

If you’re trying to squeeze in a summer trip before Labor 
Day, it’s buyer beware when hunting for that last-minute 
deal. Great travel deals can be found online but you can also 
find scammers looking to put your travel dollars into their 
pockets. 

Crooks set up look-alike travel websites in hopes you 
will book with them rather than your intended company. 
And just because the link showed up when you searched 
“travel deals” doesn’t mean it cam automatically be trusted. 
Scammers often buy paid promotions for their bogus travel 
sites so they appear high up in search rankings. 

Before hitting ‘confirm’ on that deal, make sure you re- 
ally know whom you are doing business with. Be skeptical 
of any cut-rate hotel or airline offer that seems too good to 
be true. And, always pay with a credit card, which offers 
more protection than other forms of payment. 

SCAM ALERT #2: CAR WARRANTY SCAMS 
- Raise your hand if robocalls have finally stopped ringing 
your phone day and night. None of you? No surprise there. 
Despite industry and regulatory efforts to rid our phone 
lines of unwanted calls, they nevertheless persist — and 
many are outright scams. One of the more common scam 
calls involves car warranties.

These scam calls typically start as a pre-recorded robo- 
call (just like this one we pulled from the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission’s website), and the message directs 
you to press a key to speak to a specialist or stay on the 
line. Thanks to social media and data breaches, scammers 
may even have information on your car’s make and model 
to make it seem legitimate. 

While extended warranties might be a sensible invest- 
ment for some, it’s a product that you should research rather 
than react to, and only with verified and trustworthy sources. 

| ~ SCAM ALERT #3: 
COLLEGE SCHOLARSHIP SCAMS 

Social media is an all-too-popular avenue for spreading 
scams among “friends.” Criminals hijack someone’s social 
media account and share a “great offer” to everyone on the 
target’s contact list. . 

The lot ‘offer’ these days involves government grants 
— whether it’s free money for college tuition or loan repay- 
ment, to pay houseliold bills, or some other made up story. 
But here’s the thing (actually, two things). First, the govern- 
ment grants billions of dollars a year — but to institutions, 
not to individuals. Second, you’ ll learn there’s a “processing 
fee” that you have to pay upfront. When you hear that, all 
Signs point to a likely scam. 

SCAM ALERT #4: SCAM TRACKING MAP 

Did you know that if you are aware of a specific scam, 
you are 80% less likely to engage with it, and if you do 
engage, you’re 40% less likely to lose money or sensitive 
information? A great way to share what you know to pro- 
tect others, and to learn more to better protect yourself, is to 
visit the AARP Scam-Tracking Map (www.aarp.org/scam- 
map). You can explore scams being reported in your geog- 
raphy and submit scams you’ ve heard about or encountered. 
We’re all in this together — let’s share what we know so the 
next target doesn’t become the next victim. 

SCAM ALERT #5: WORK FROM HOME SCAMS 

The COVID pandemic brought countless things into our 
lives that we were just fine without. However, a few things 
- like working from home - actually made life a little easier 
for many. However, with more businesses returning to in- 
person activities, some workers are looking for new jobs 
with work-from-home options. That’s something scammers 
are looking to take advantage of with fake job offers. 

Work-from-home scams can promise jobs with medical 
billing, data entry or starting an online business, but they all 
require paying something up front. Once you start paying, 
the requests for more money for training or supplies never 
stop and in return you get a lot of useless information or 
requests to recruit more people into the scheme. 

There are genuine work-from-home jobs out there. The 
trick is knowing how to spot the real opportunities in a sea 
of empty — and costly — promises.

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Movie Review: ‘Jungle Cruise’

“Jungle Cruise” is the 
latest effort by Disney to 
turn one of its legendary 
theme park attractions into 
a movie. The gold standard, 
of course, is “Pirates of the 
Caribbean,” the five-movie 
franchise that made nearly 
$1.5 billion at the domestic 
box office.,Less successful 
were “The Country Bears,” 
“The Haunted Mansion,” 
and “Tomorrowland.” The 
new film is not being re- 
leased in an era where it 
can hope to reach “Pirates” 
numbers, but I have no 
doubt that it can outperform 
the other three. My reason- 
ing is simple: those other 
movies didn’t have Dwayne 
Johnson. 

The former Rock is ef- 
fortlessly charismatic and 
affable, practically a guar- 
antee of blockbuster box of- 
fice. He’s also usually funny 
here, save for scenes where 
he’s cracking jokes in the 
vein of the “Jungle Cruise” 
ride. I said he was charis- 
matic, not a miracle-worker. 
The other thing he can’t do 
is come across aS someone 


from 1916, when the movie 
takes place. He’s very “of 
his time,” which is fine be- 
cause he defines the era. The 
film pairs him with Emily 
Blunt, effortlessly charming 
an affable in her own way, 
and I’d be happy to watch 
these two go on a Jungle 
Cruise without any obsta- 
cles. But this is an adventure 
movie, so there are going to 
have to be a fair amount of 
obstacles. 

The story sees the head- 
strong Lily (Blunt) travel 
to the Amazon with her 
fussy brother MacGregor 
(Jack Whitehall) in search 
of a tree whose leaves can 
instantly cure any disease.

Harvest, Enjoy Mint From The Garden 


By MELINDA MYERS 

Add a bit of cool flavor to 
your beverages, meals and 
desserts this summer with 
homegrown mint. Try using 
peppermint leaves in fruit 
cocktails and ice cream. 
Add spearmint to your tea 
or use the leaves to season 
lamb and jelly. Or try choco- 
late mint for a unique, sweet 
and refreshing flavor in des- 
serts and drinks. 

Mint is easy to grow and 
suited to container gardens. 
In fact, growing it in a pot 
will help keep this vigor- 
ous herb contained. Or sink 
a container of mint in the 
garden or plant where sur- 
rounding walks and walls 
will keep it in check. Keep 
a watchful eye and remove 
any unwanted plants as they 
appear. 

Grow mint in a full sun to 
partial shade location with 
moist, well-drained soil. 
Mulch the soil to conserve 
moisture. Though hardy in 
zones 3 to 11, you will need 
to provide a bit of winter 
protection when growing 
mint in containers in colder 
regions. Either sink the con- 
tainer in a vacant spot in the 
garden or move the planter 
into an unheated garage. 
Water thoroughly whenever 
the soil is thawed and dry. 

Gardeners lacking out- 
door growing space or in 
areas with cold winters can 
also grow this herb indoors. 
Grow mint in a quality well- 
drained potting mix. Place 
in a sunny window or under 
artificial lights and keep the 
soil evenly moist. 

Harvest the mint leaves 
as needed. Cut leafy stems 
off the plant just above a 
healthy leaf or bud so the 
wound closes faster and the 
remaining plant will look 
better. Rinse off the clip- 
pings and remove tough 
stems and bad leaves before 
adding mint to your favorite 
beverage or dish.

Fortunately, you 
can remove up to 75% of 
foliage from an established 
plant. Watch for fresh, new 
growth and continue to har- 
vest as needed. 

Store any extra mint 
cuttings in a vase of water, 
loosely cover with a plastic 
bag and place in the refrig- 
erator. 

Consider including mint 
in your patio, balcony or 
deck plantings. Keeping it 
close to the kitchen and out- 
door living space will make 
it easy for you to harvest 
and use. Plus, your guests 
will enjoy plucking a few 
fresh mint leaves to add to 
their iced tea, mojito, other 
favorite summer beverage 
or salad. 


Not only does this easy- 
to-grow herb add flavor, but 
it also aids digestion. Add a 
garnish of mint to dress up 
the dessert plate and calm a 
queasy stomach. And use it 
to increase the manganese, 
vitamin C and vitamin A 
levels in your diet. 

Make this the year you 
plant, harvest and enjoy 
some minty fresh flavor 
straight from the garden.

Options As My Survivor?

Dear Rusty: I’m 60 and my wife is 62. I have terminal 
Stage IV prostate cancer, but my wife is in pretty good 
health. If I draw at 62 would that affect my wife’s survi- 
vor benefits? When should she start to withdraw? Also, 
when I die what would she get? Would she get her SS and 
then something of mine? Or must she choose between 
keeping hers and taking my survivor benefit? Please as- 
sist - I don’t have much energy anymore. Signed: Run- 
ning on Empty 

Dear Running on Empty: Sorry to hear of your ill- 
ness and I commend you for planning ahead for your 
wife. As your surviving widow, your wife’s survivor ben- 
efit will be based upon the amount you were receiving at 
your death, but it will also be affected by her age when 
she claims it. So, yes, if you claim at age 62 it will mean 
a smaller widow’s benefit than your wife might other- 
wise get if you waited longer. But there is also a special 
tule, known as the “widows limit” which will affect your 
wife’s survivor benefit. The widow’s limit stipulates that 
the minimum benefit your wife will receive as your sur- 
vivor is 82.5% of the amount you would have been due at 
your full retirement age (67). So even if you claim at age 
62 and take a 30% cut in your own benefit, your wife will 
still get 82.5% of what you were entitled to at your full 
retirement age (FRA). However, as I said, your wife’s 
survivor benefit amount will also be based upon her age 
when she claims it, and she isn’t required to claim it im- 
mediately upon your death. 

Your wife’s survivor benefit as your widow will reach 
maximum when she reaches her own full retirement age, 
and if she claims it prior to her FRA, it will be reduced 
4.75% for each full year earlier than her FRA. But if her 
benefit as your widow will be more than her own SS re- 
tirement benefit, she can take (or continue to receive) 
her own SS benefit and wait until her survivor benefit 
reaches maximum at her FRA. Or alternatively, if your 
wife is not yet collecting her own SS benefit, she could 
choose to let her own benefit grow and reach maximum 
at age 70 and take her smaller survivor benefit first. She 
will get whichever benefit is more - her survivor benefit 
or her own, and she will have a choice of which one to 
take and when to choose it. 

Finally, depending upon the extent of your disability, 
you may wish to consider applying for Social Security 
Disability Insurance (SSDI) benefits earlier than age 62. 
Advanced prostate cancer is on Social Security’s Com- 
passionate Allowance List, and this would expedite pro- 
cessing of your SSDI application, resulting in a decision 
within a few weeks instead of a few months. Doing so 
would not affect your wife’s claiming options upon your 
death, and it may make her survivor benefit higher be- 
cause your SSDI benefit would be based on your FRA 
benefit entitlement.

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Local Aid Up $4 Million This Year

The city of Quincy is set 
to receive nearly $4 mil- 
lion more in local aid from 
the state during the current 
fiscal year than it did in the 
past year. The state bud- 
get also provides a number 
of earmarks to institutions 
throughout the city. 

The state budget for fis- 
cal year 2022, which began 
July 1, provides Quincy 
with $31.87 million in mil- 
lion Chapter 70 money and 
$20.99 million in unrestrict- 
ed general government aid. 
Those are up from $28.65 
million and $20.28 million 
in fiscal year 2021, respec- 
tively, an overall increase of 
$3.93 million, according to 
Sen. John Keenan’s office. 

The Chapter 70 funds 
are used for education while 
unrestricted general govern- 
ment aid can be used for 
various items. 

“The education is spe- 
cifically for education. The 
unrestricted general govern- 
ment aid is just money that 
goes to the city and they can 
use it as they deem neces- 
sary and it goes to police, 
fire, to DPW, to parks, to 
veterans’ services — all those 
types of things,” Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat, said in a 
recent interview. 

Lawmakers from both 
chambers and Gov. Charlie 
Baker agreed to the local aid 
figures in this year’s bud- 
get early on in the process, 
Keenan explained, giving 
municipalities advanced no- 
tice of what they could ex- 
pect to get from the state as 
they prepared their budgets. 

“We come up with a 
consensus revenue figure 
relatively early on in the 
process and then the last 
few sessions we have come 
up an agreed upon local aid 
amount and generally that 
has held from the time the 
governor has introduced 
[his budget], through the 
House process and through 
the Senate process,” Keenan 
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said. “It is consistent with 
what was announced early 
in the process.” 

That early agreement on 
local aid figures is relatively 
new development, Keenan 
stated. He recalled having 
to use spreadsheets to keep 
track of local aid figures in 
the three separate budget 
proposals on Beacon Hill — 
one from the governor and 
one each from the House 
and Senate — while serving 
as the executive secretary 
to then Mayor James Sheets 
from 1997 to 2001. 

“Back then there would 
be different amounts and 
you would have to see what 
would come out of the con- 
ference committee and then 
what the governor would 
ultimately do with it, but 
that process, for the last few 
sessions, has been pretty 
much agreed upon up front 
as to what the dollar figures 
would be to give the cities 
and towns a chance to plan,” 
Keenan said. 

“Last year was the ex- 
ception. We didn’t know for 
quite some time as to what 
they were going to get. We 
told [communities] to plan 
on cuts to local aid, but 
fortunately we were able to 
avoid that.” 

The budget also includes 
a number of earmarks for in- 
stitutions in the city. Keenan 
said he works with his coun- 
terparts in the House to help 
secure those earmarks. 

“We kind of coordinate — 
Rep. Ayers, Rep. Chan, Rep. 
Mariano and myself — as to 
strategy on how we will ap- 
proach it,” Keenan said. 


“This year, for instance, 
Rep. Ayers was able to get 
some funding for the ferry 
service, Speaker Mariano 
got some funding for the 
Friends of Faxon Park for’ 
improvements in the park, 
Rep. Chan was able to se- 
cure some funding for Quin- 
cy Asian Resources and the 
Germantown Neighborhood 
Center.” 

The budget includes 
$110,00 for improvement, 
preparedness and  opera- 
tions of the ferry service 
at Squantum Point Park. It 
also includes $100,000 for 
Quincy Asian Resources 
and $50,000 each for the 
Friends of Faxon Park and 
the Germantown Neighbor- 
hood Center. 

Keenan said he worked 
to allocate $60,000 to the 
United First Parish Church 
in Quincy Center, also 
known as the Church of the 
Presidents, to help install a 
sprinkler system. He said he 
wants to protect the church 
— which contains the final 
resting place of Presidents 
John and John Quincy Ad- 
ams — against a fire like the 
2019 conflagration at Notre- 
Dame de Paris, which de- 
stroyed the cathedral’s spire 
and much of its roof. 

“One of the things I 
worked on was the Church 
of the Presidents. We have 
done this maybe three of the 
last five years, gotten them 
funding to move towards 
having the building as sprin- 
klered as possible,” Keenan 
said. 

“When you look at what 
happened over at Notre 


Dame, what happened to 
that beautiful church, I 
can’t imagine if there was 
ever a fire in our Church of 
Presidents and not having a 
sprinkler system. 

“We were able to secure 
funding...that has moved 
them closer toward having 
the building upgraded in 
terms of fire safety, particu- 
larly with sprinklers. They 
have used the money to stop 
leaks that were getting into 
the basement that affected 
their electrical service. They 
have used the money to up- 
grade their electrical service 
so that it is sufficient to take 
care of the electrical part of a 
sprinkler system. They have 
used some money towards 
some  designing/engineer- 
ing of a sprinkler system 
that would work best in the 
type of structure it is. And, 
they have the water ability 
because of the park that was 
done over, so they have the 
water pressure they need.” 

Other earmarks for Quin- 
cy-based organizations in 
the budget include $900,000 
for metropolitan Boston 
beaches, which includes 
Wollaston Beach; $250,000 
for Manet Community 
Health Center, which Keen- 
an said will enable Manet to 
offer service on Sundays; 
$100,000 for the Gavin 
Foundation, $100,000 to 
Quincy College for student 
support; $96,000 for the 
Quincy Fire Department 
that will be used for the 
hazmat unit and for breath- 
ing, safety and firefighter 
locator equipment; $95,000 
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On Thursday, July 29, at approximately 3:45 p.m., multi- 
ple units were dispatched to the area of 600 Southern Artery 
for a report of an armed robbery of a moped that had just 
occurred.

Tips For Preventing Bicycle Theft

We are seeing an increase in bicycle and scooter theft. If 
you bike or scooter is stolen, ALWAYS report it by contact- 

ing 617-479-1212. We currently have dozens of unclaimed 
bicycles! 

Here are some tips on preventing bike theft. 

1.) Record your bike’s serial number and take a photo 
of the unlocked bike. Some bikes also have a QR code that 
you can scan. Keep the receipt. All will help you identify the 
bike should it be stolen / recovered. 

2.) Always lock your bike, even if you’re just leaving it 
for a moment. Leave it in as public a place as possible. 

3.) Always use a high quality “U” or “D” lock - or a cable 
lock. If you use a cable lock, make sure it is a thick one with 
interwoven threads 

4.) Always lock the frame and front wheel to either a bike 
rack or pole. For added security, remove the front wheel and 
lock it with the frame and rear wheel 

5.) Lock your bike when keeping it in a garage, on a 
porch, or even in the backyard 

6.) Put license # (or parents license#) in a conspicuous 
place for recovery purposes 

7.) Consider purchasing a motion-activated anti-theft 
bike alarm. They can be found on Amazon for less than $25.

When locking your scooter remove as much slack 
from the chain as possible and always secure locks with the 
key hole pointing down. This reduces access to lock pickers 
and also cuts down on the amount of leverage a would-be 
thief can gain to break your lock.’ 

5.) Use a secondary locking mechanism such as a disc 
lock or throttle lock. The more difficult your scooter appears 
to be for a thief, the more likely he is to find a different 
victim. 

6.) Consider purchasing a scooter alarm system..These 
alarms may be motion activated or tilt activated. Several 
models feature remote notification that will alert you if 
someone is tampering with your scooter.

“Quincy College could 
be one of the places where 
programs are offered to sup- 
port that growing industry,” 
he stated. 

The total state budget for 
FY22 as signed into law by 
Baker on July 16 is $47.6 
billion, up from the $45.9 
billion budget for FY21 that 
was approved last Decem- 
ber — the FY21 budget was 
passed months later than 
usual because of the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic. 

Keenan noted the new 
budget does not include 
any one-time revenues and 
no money would be taken 
out of the state’s stabiliza- 
tion fund, also known as 
the rainy day fund. In fact, 
the budget sets aside $1.2 
billion for the stabilization 
fund, which would bring 
its total to $5.8 billion by 
the end of the current fiscal 
year. 

“We have in the past re- 
lied on one-time revenues to 
balance the budget and this 
year we have gotten away 
from one-time revenues. We 
did not have to draw on the 
stabilization fund,” Keenan 
said. 

“There will be a substan- 
tial contribution to the sta- 
bilization, rainy day, fund 
and the hope is that by the 
end of fiscal year 2022 the 
stabilization fund will be ap- 
proaching $6 billion, which 
would be the largest we 
have ever had. 

“That is with some pretty 


healthy spending and in- 
vestment in the budget and 
it is separate and apart from 
federal money that is com- 
ing in, so that will put us in 
a very good position when it 
comes to bonding in terms 
of how the bonding agencies 
look at our rating. That is a 
pretty big step forward — it’s 
good.” 

In addition to money in 
the budget, Quincy will re- 
ceive just under $1.9 million 
in Chapter 90 funds, which 
can be used for things like 
streets and sidewalks, from 
the state in FY22. That is a 
$9,800 decrease from FY21. 
The legislature approved 
a total of $200 million in 
Chapter 90 for the current 
fiscal year, the same figure 
lawmakers had approved in 
previous years. 

To give cities and towns 
more flexibility, Keenan 
said he would like the legis- 
lature to approve Chapter 90 
funding for multiple years 
rather than one-year autho- 
rizations. 

“I moved on the Senate 
floor to make it a multi-year 
authorization and in the past 
I have moved to make it 
multi-year at $300 million 
per year, but those efforts 
are ongoing,” he said. 

“I thought this was the 
year to make it multi-year 
because they are getting 
federal funding, Chapter 90 
funding. The federal money 
gives them a period of time 
to utilize it. I thought we 
should give flexibility to 
municipalities so they could 
plan one-, two-, and three- 
year projects as opposed to 
focusing on, ‘we’ve got x 
amount of dollars for this 
year, we have to use it this 
year’ — it would be better to 
let them plan and coordinate 
with the federal funding. 

“It did not pass, but I 
continue to push for it.”

days of its execution. 

“Passing this legislation 
into law guarantees that a 
homeowner would know 
when a third party has been 
assigned that homeowner’s 
residential mortgage, since 
the mortgage assignment 
must be forwarded to the 
appropriate Registry of 
Deeds office for record- 
ing,” O’Donnell said. “Ad- 
ditionally, consumers facing 
foreclosure or looking to 
record a mortgage discharge 
would benefit as the legisla- 
tion provides a permanent 
source of reference to the 
homeowner as to who is 
holding that homeowner’s 
mortgage.” 

O’Donnell pointed out to 
the state legislators the fol- 
lowing, “Senate Bill 1060 
and House Bill #1576 are 
designed to accomplish a 
goal of providing greater 
consumer transparency to 
homeowners when it comes 
to tracking their mortgage 
assignments. Another goal 
of this legislation is to allow 
Registries of Deeds across 
Massachusetts to unify their 
recording practices when it 
comes to mortgage assign- 
ments.” 

“I am hopeful the Joint 
Committee on the Judiciary 
will report the legislation fa- 
vorably out of committee,” 
O'Donnell said. “This legis- 


Pe 
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lation benefits homeowners 
across Massachusetts as it 
will eliminate uncertainty as 
to which lending institution 
is the mortgage holder of re- 
cord. If this legislation be- 
comes law it would give the 
homeowner a transparent 
and easy way to track what 
entity holds their residential 
mortgage. 

“Please contact your lo- 
cal State Representative and 
State Senator urging them to 
support House Bill #1060 
and Senate Bill #1576. -It 
would also be helpful if the 
members of the Joint Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary are 
also contacted and told to 
report these bills out of com- 
mittee favorably,” he added. 

The Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds is located 
at 649 High St. in Dedham. 
The Registry is a resource 
for homeowners, title ex- 
aminers, mortgage lenders, 
municipalities and others 
with a need for secure, accu- 
rate, accessible land record 
information.

“No Timeline Yet For 
New Maritime Center

There is no timeline yet 
for the construction of the 
new Houghs Neck Mari- 
time Center, Ward 1 Coun- 
cillor David McCarthy said 
in a recent interview, as the 
city continues to negotiate 
with the owner of one of the 
homes located near the site. 

The old maritime cen- 
ter building, located at 137 
Bayview Ave., was demol- 
ished in March 2020 as the 
city prepared to install a 
new boat ramp in its place. 

As part of the plan to 
replace the facility, the 
city aimed to acquire three 
homes in the vicinity of the 
maritime center’s parking 
lot. The city has been able 
to acquire two of the homes 
and negotiations remain un- 
derway with the third home- 
owner, McCarthy said. 

“We are still trying to get 
the third house,” he stated. 
“I am hoping that the guy 
who owns the house will 
come around. Right now 
we are looking, I guess you 
would call it Plan B, on how 
to design a maritime center 
that will be a little different 
if that house stays there.” 

There is no timeline for 
when construction could 
begin, McCarthy said, with 
talks between the city and 
the homeowner underway. 

“Right now, no, until 
we go back and negotiate 
again,” he responded when 
asked if there was a timeline 
for construction to begin. 

“I know the prices of 
houses are through the roof, 
but we have to draw the line 
at some point. I won’t get 
into numbers, but it started 
to escalate.” 

Conceptual plans for the 
new building were unveiled 
in August 2017. The plan at 
that time included a three- 
story facility with storage 
space, an office and kitchen, 
and a community room on 
the first floor along with 
exhibition space highlight- 


ing Houghs Neck’s history; 
a larger meeting room on 
the second floor; and office 
space for the Quincy Police 
Department’s Marine Unit 
on the top floor. The plan 
also included outdoor decks 
on each floor facing seaward 
to Hingham Bay with an 
observation tower looking 
landward toward Houghs 
Neck with Quincy Bay in 
the distance. 

McCarthy said the new 
facility would have a similar 
program, but the building 
has been scaled down since 
the conceptual plans were 
unveiled in 2017. 

“The design, we down- 
sized it a little bit,” he said. 
“Tt was a little large,” 

In the meantime, the city 
has restriped the parking lot 
to better accommodate ve- 
hicles without boat trailers, 
McCarthy said, providing 
additional spaces for cus- 
tomers headed to area busi- 
nesses. 

“We restriped it to sat- 
isfy passenger cars. It was 
always trailer spots every- 
where and it would get ugly 
in there,” he said. 

“When you pull in the 
left side is passenger, the 
right side is all trailer. We 
made some extra long trailer 
spots that were like 45-feet 
long so if you’re driving a 
pick-up truck and a trailer 
you can leave it right on the 
trailer and back in. I think 
there is about 20 trailer 
spots. There are also trailer 
spots on the ramp side too 
— there is a few over there 
they can utilize too.” 

The new boat ramp, lo- 
cated where the old mari- 
time center once stood, is 
open for the public to use. 

“The ramp came out re- 
ally nice. It was active a lot 
this year — people have been 
getting back into boating 
over the last year. It’s done 
a good job. It’s nice,” Mc- 
Carthy said. 


“The maritime pier and 
the maritime docks, every- 
thing came out nice.” 

The boat ramp was in- 
stalled at a sharper angle 
than the one it replaced, 
which will allow boaters 
to use it outside of high 
tide. It is also 28 feet wide, 
twice the width of the pres- 
ent boat ramp. As part of the 
project, the city installed «a 
permanent dock adjacent to 
the ramp — previously the 
Quincy Police Department’s 
Marine Unit installed a tem- 
porary dock at the beginning 
of the boating season and 
removes it at the end of the 
season. 

The city received a 
$680,000 grant from the 
Massachusetts Seaport 
Economic Council and 
$170,000 from Quincy’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee to pay for the 
installation of the new ramp. 

The city received an ad- 
ditional $1 million from the 
Seaport Economic Council 
to pay for the design and 
construction of the new 
maritime center. 

The funds to purchase 
the homes in the vicinity of 
the building’s parking lot 
were included in a $27 mil- 
lion park improvement bond 
city councillors approved in 
2017. That bond, which will 
be paid for using hotel tax 
receipts, included money for 
a number of other projects, 
such as the Hancock Adams 
Common in Quincy Center. 

City councillors in 2017 
unanimously voted to name 
the new maritime center in 
honor of Francis X. McCau- 
ley. A Houghs Neck native, 
McCauley is the only indi- 
vidual in Quincy history to 
serve in all four elected po- 
sitions in the city — school 
committee member, ward 
councillor, councillor at- 
large and mayor. He served 
four terms as Quincy’s may- 
or from 1982 to 1989.

In this re- 
gard, I introduced an ordi- 
nance that bans short-term 
residential rentals - com- 
monly referred to as “ Air- 
bnbs” - from single-family 
neighborhoods. Councillors 
in nearly every ward have 
encountered persistent 
problems with this sort of 
rental to vacationers who 
often have no connection 
to the neighborhood, and 
whose background may be 
unknown. 

“My ordinance was 
passed by the council and 
signed by the mayor. This 
ordinance gives city agen- 
cies the authority to regulate 
short-term rentals in all ar- 
eas of the city and provides 
us with an important means 
of protecting our neigh- 
borhoods. In addition, in 
the past two years, I have 
worked with the city’s traffic 
department to modify traffic 
patterns in a successful ef- 
fort to divert vehicles from 
using residential neighbor- 
hoods as cut-throughs. One 
complaint I frequently hear 
from constituents is the 
problem of traffic gridlock. 
As your councillor, I will 
continue my efforts to ad- 
dress traffic concerns, to 
make improvements in traf- 


fic signalization, to improve 
traffic flow, and reduce con- 
gestion. 

“Recently, I opposed 
the mayor’s plan to build a 
bridge over Black’s Creek 
from Pageant Field boat- 
house to Pine Island ad- 
jacent to the Beechwood 
Knoll neighborhood. This 
plan would pose an un- 
necessary threat the ecol- 
ogy of Black’s Creek and 
the surrounding marshland 
and have an adverse impact 
on those neighborhoods in 
proximity to Fenno Street. 
That plan has now been 
withdrawn. 

“Public Safety. With the 
continued support of Ward 5 
voters, I will continue to be 
a watchdog for public safety 
in our community. Working ~ 
closely with the fire depart- 
ment, our police department 
and the mayor’s office, my 
unwavering focus has been 
on supporting the needs of 
our public safety profes- 
sionals. From crime pre- 
vention to fire safety to pe- 
destrian safety and medical 
emergency services, I know 
that it’s critical that our city 
remains vigilant and proac- 
tive in offering the best pos- 
sible services and protection 
for residents. 

“Development. A recur- 
rent concern I hear is that 
the city is allowing too 
much development - that 
there are too many apart- 
ment and condominium de- 
velopments being construct- 
ed, seemingly everywhere 
in the city, adding to already 
congested roadways. Smart 
development can be a posi- 
tive thing for a community. 
But too much building, and 
the wrong kind of develop- 
ment, can have a negative 
effect on our city. As coun- 
cillor, I have worked closely 
with neighborhood residents 
to reduce the size and scope 
of development projects to 
ensure such projects are in 
harmony with existing resi- 
dential communities. I will 
continue to work relent- 
lessly to protect our neigh- 
borhoods from undesirable 
development. 

“Property Taxes. A cen- 
tral role of the city council 
is to review and vote on the 
annual city budget. I am 
committed to finding, wher- 
ever possible, ways to pro- 
tect taxpayers by opposing 
unnecessary or inadvisable 
spending, and by continuing 
to support initiatives that re- 
alize savings by leveraging 
federal and state funding.

Conservation Commission 
Should Do More Than 
Rubber Stamp 
Proposed Developments 


The Conservation Com- 
mission’s (CC) flawed deci- 
sion-making process was on 
display Wednesday (Aug. 4) 
when it approved the Jew- 
ett Street project. For those 
who may not know, a de- 
veloper proposed construct- 
ing a two-unit residence on 
land that’s presently a yard 
with a shed on it. The lo- 
cation of the development 
is key because it is near an 
antiquated sewer pipe that 
could be damaged during 
construction. It borders Wil- 
low Marsh, which is being 
studied by the Army Corps 
of Engineers so it can be re- 
stored. 

At the meeting, neigh- 
borhood residents and other 
concerned parties, including 
MWRA and EPA employ- 
ees, raised legitimate con- 
cerns, but were told rather 
rudely, “These concerns 
have already been raised 
before. Is there anything 
new? This committee only 
deals with flooding, wa- 
ter, and the ground under- 
neath.” Vice-Chair Glynn’s 
statement demonstrates the 
short-sightedness of this 
committee that seems to 
rubber stamp development 
proposals vs. administer 
properly the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act (Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 131, 
Section 40). 

In order to fulfill their 
charge, the CC should ob- 


tain adequate information 
and make a proper analysis 
of possible impact. The CC 
should walk back their ap- 
proval and take the follow- 
ing steps: 

1. Ensure the antiquated 
sewer pipe’s viability has 
been studied. If so, make 
the report available to the 
public. 

2. CC members should 
visit the site. 

3. The CC should com- 
municate with the Army 
Corps of Engineers (ACE) 
and determine the scope of 
its environmental study of 
nearby Willow Marsh and 
the project’s goals. 

4. Before making any 
further decisions on devel- 
opment in this area, CC 
members should learn more 
about the ACE’s project 
goals and plans. 

In addition to delaying 
the fate of the Jewett Street 
project, there should also be 
a review of the composition 
of the CC. According to the 
Mass.gov Wetlands Protec- 
tions Act website, mem- 
bers are supposed to be ap- 
pointed by the City Council, 
presumably because they 
are experts in their fields 
and impartial. It may be 
time for the City Council to 
take stock to ensure the CC 
fulfills its obligations to the 
residents of Quincy.

Invasive species, non-na- 
tive and likely to do harm, 
often displace and destroy 
plants or animals. They are 
the largest threat to native 
wildlife, ecosystems and, 
according to George Barth, 
ISA certified arborist at 
Hartney Greymont, a Davey 
company, “a considerable 
threat to urban forests.” 

Due to the lack of natural 
competitors and predators, 
non-native species often 
increase in numbers and 
spread swiftly. Barth says 
the best approaches for deal- 
ing with invasive species are 
early detection and rapid re- 
sponse. 

“Detecting invaders 
quickly, and _ responding 
rapidly to eliminate them, 
is essential to limiting the 
impact and cost when pre- 
vention fails,” Barth said. 
“Plant diverse, native plants 
and remove invasive plants 
in your garden.” 

It is important to learn 
which invasive species are 
in your area, and what ac- 
tions are being done to man- 
age them. Here are some 
invasives to look out for in 
your area: 

Many cities in Massa- 
chusetts are at the forefront 
of combating invasive spe- 
cies, including Quincy. The 
National Invasive Species 
Awareness Week (Feb 24- 
28, 2020) focuses on posi- 
tive actions people can take 
to prevent the spread of in- 
vaSive species. 

Emerald Ash Borer 

By now, you've prob- 
ably heard of the emerald 
ash borer, often called EAB. 
It’s an incredibly destruc- 
tive invasive insect that was 
first detected in Michigan in 
2002 and is now in 35 states. 
It took 10 years for the pest 
to make it to Massachusetts, 
but in 2012 it was found in 
Dalton. Since then, EAB 
can be found in 169 commu- 
nities throughout the Com- 
monwealth, as well as, all 5 
other New England states.

wood products, nursery 
stock, and any plant materi- 
als from any ash species in 
an effort to stop the spread 
of this beetle. 

Gypsy Moths 

The gypsy moth is an in- 
vasive forest pest from Eu- 
rope that is one of the most 
damaging tree defoliators 
currently in the U.S. These 
hairy creatures are noth- 
ing new to Massachusetts. 
They were first introduced 
in the 1860s by an amateur 
entomologist in Medford, 
Massachusetts, and are. now 
well established throughout 
New England. They hatch 
from late April to early May 
in Quincy, and the young 
caterpillars begin feeding on 
new tree leaves at the same 
time. 

The City of Quincy has 
implemented control mea- 
sures to help combat many 
invasive infestations. Please 
keep in mind that only city 
trees are covered by this 
treatment plan. As a home- 
owner, you are responsible 
for protecting your own 
trees from any invasive spe- 
cies. 

5 Things To Know 
About Invasives 

1. Threaten native wild- 
life and ecosystems by de- 
stroying or replacing native 
food sources. 

2. Push many native 
plants and animals to the 
brink of extinction. 

3. Put 70 million acres 
of public and private lands 
at serious risk from 26 dif- 
ferent insects and diseases, 
most of which are non-na- 
tive invasives—according 
to the U.S. Forest Service.

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QHS Graduate Jack Nelson Earns Globe Scholarship | 


For Athletic, Academic Achievement

Jack Nelson had a busy 
high school career, and re- 
cently. received a reward 
for his achievements in the 
classroom and on the field. 

Nelson was one of 18 
student-athletes across the 
state to receive a. Boston 
Globe Foundation/Richard 
J. Phelps Scholar-Athlete 
Award in June. Nine male 
athletes and nine female 
athletes across the state re- 
ceived the award. Recipi- 
ents got a $3,000 college 
scholarship for their efforts. 
The Globe’s description of 
the award says that it goes 
to students for their “excel- 
lence in academics, athlet- 
ics, and extracurricular ac- 
tivities’. 

“Throughout high 
school, I always made a 
conscious effort to balance 
schoolwork and athletics,” 
Nelson said. “This was not 
always an easy task - espe- 
cially in the early years of 
high school, I often found 
myself too consumed in 
schoolwork to play sports 
and have a social life. How- 
ever, I kept working at it, 
and eventually found a 
healthy balance. 

“To me, being a recipi- 


ent of the Richard J. Phelps 
Scholarship signifies the 
successful balance of both 
school and sports,” he add- 
ed. “I am truly honored to 
have been chosen as a re- 
cipient of this scholarship.” 

Nelson is a 2021 Quincy 
High grad and multi-sport 
athlete who excelled in the 
classroom. He was the vale- 
dictorian of his class, sport- 
ing a 5.06 grade point aver- 
age. He was a three-sport 
athlete in school. He cap- 
tained both the cross coun- 
try and track & field teams. 
He also played baseball for 
the Presidents and was a 
pitcher for the Morrisette 
senior legion baseball team 
this summer. 

Additionally, Nelson was 
a member of the Yale Model 
Congress where hundreds of 
students travel to Yale Uni- 
versity and simulate a Unit- 
ed States Congress. He also 
competed on High School 
Quiz Show which airs on 
GBH. 

Nelson said it was a two- 
part application process to 
apply for the award. First, 
there was a written portion 
where he had to include 
information about both his 
athletic and academic career 


at Quincy High. The other 
part required recommenda- 
tions: from a teacher, coach, 
and the school’s principal. 

While Nelson said that 
balancing school and sports 
has its challenges, he offered 
some advice for those look- 
ing to strike that balance. 

“Managing school, 
sports, and a social life took 
a lot of trial and error,” he 
said. “Each individual is 
different, so there is no 
foolproof plan for finding 
balance between all aspects 
of your life. It’s just a mat- 
ter of finding what works 
best for yourself. My best 
advice would be to remem- 
ber to have fun. School is 
undoubtedly important, and 
sports can be serious, but 
your high school years will 
pass by in the blink of an 
eye if you don’t stop and en- 
joy yourself.” 

And while the two may 
seem different from one an- 
other, Nelson said that he 
learned things in school and 
in sports that were helpful 
with the other one. 

“IT learned many skills 
in my athletic career that 
helped me in the classroom, 
and vice versa - the most 
important being to establish

a sense of community when 
working towards a com- 
mon goal,” he said. “This 
is a skill that was developed 
by running four seasons 
of track. The road may be 
rough - we will get injured, 
we will have bad races, and 
we will feel like giving up, 
but we always push through 
it together. 

“The same can be applied 
to school,” he added. “We 
are surrounded by people 


working towards a common 
goal - we all want to be the 
best students that we can be. 
Establishing a family-like 
bond with our classmates 
provides us with extra mo- 
tivation when the times get 
tough.” 

Nelson is set to attend 
Dartmouth College in New 
Hampshire this fall, an Ivy 
League school, but he says 
he will miss his peers.

Frank F. Derbes, age 79, 
a lifelong Quincy resident, 
died unexpectedly on July 
31 at home, after a long ill- 
ness. 

He was born in Quincy, 
to the late Toufic “Tof-

Rare Glass Tumbler — His- 
tory repeats itself, and collec- 
tors who research their col- 
lections are often surprised by 
the findings. In 1892, a group 
of businessmen in Greentown, 
Indiana, invested in a com- 
pany that was brought in by 
the newly found fuel — natural 
gas — that had been discovered 
there. Two years later, the In- 
diana Tumbler and Goblet 
Company had attracted work- 
ers and changed the economy 
of the small town. The com- 
pany joined the National Glass 
Company in 1899, and’ they 
made many types of colored 
glass that are popular but 
scarce today. 

The company was making 
pressed glass in colors when 
Jacob Rosenthal arrived in 
1900. He was an experienced 
glass maker. The first new 


product was chocolate glass, 
an opaque brown and white 


glass that was a huge success. 
Next was an opaque medium 
green color called Nile green, 
then golden agate, rose agate, 
holly amber, milk glass and 
Vaseline glass. Unfortunately, 
in 1903 there was a fire. The 
entire factory was destroyed 
and never rebuilt. But pieces 
like this Nile green tumbler 
attract collectors. This 4-inch- 
high tumbler sold at a Jeffrey 
Evans auction for $888.

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
I never keep my dog “AlI- 
fie” in the car, even on cool 
days. Last Sunday, I took 
Alfie to the park to get 
some exercise. It was hot, 
and after a short while Al- 
fie came back to me, pant- 
ing heavily. He was still 
panting on the drive home

and seemed lethargic, so 
UNDERAPPRECIATED , , I called his veterinarian, 


who said to take him to 
the emergency vet imme- 
diately. There, he was di- 
agnosed with heatstroke! 
They treated him and he’s 
doing much better, but I 
was shocked at how quick- 
ly Alfie developed a heat 
—injury from being outside. 
Please warn your readers 
that dogs are very vulner- 
able to summer heat. — 
Chris in Portland, Oregon 
DEAR CHRIS: You are so 
right! I’m glad Alfie is doing 
well and that tragedy was 
averted by your instinct to 
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contact the vet. 

Just like humans, dogs need 
to acclimate to their envi- 
ronment. Sudden weather 
extremes like excessive heat 
or freezing cold are very dif- 
ficult to adjust to. Dogs have 
far fewer sweat glands than 
humans; they manage their 
body temperature in other 
ways, such as panting when 
it’s hot. So if we’re feeling 
the heat, dogs are feeling it 
even more! 

It’s important to watch for 
signs of heat injury, espe- 
cially when outdoors. Ex- 
cessive panting is a key 
sign, as is lethargy and 
excessive drooling. Other 
symptoms include reddened 
gums, vomiting, diarrhea, 
loss of coordination and col- 
lapse. Immediate treatment 
is needed to prevent serious 
injury or death. 

Keep plenty of cool water on 
hand for your dog to drink, 
both indoors and out. Never 
leave them in the car, even 
for a minute. At home, keep 
the air moving with fans, 
and cool down the environ- 
ment with an air conditioner.

Expert players don’t always play 
expertly. They make mistakes, just 
like anyone else, but the big differ- 
ence is that they err far less frequently 
than ordinary mortals. 

Take this deal, for instance, played 
many years ago in an intercity match 
between Los Angeles and Houston. 
With a Houston pair sitting North- 
South and a Los Angeles pair East- 
West, the bidding went as shown. The 


slam reached was certainly sound 
enough, though six diamonds would 
have been better. 

West led the king of spades, East 
playing the four, and continued with 
the ace, South ruffing. Declarer 
drew trump, claimed the balance and 
chalked up 1,210 points for making 
six hearts doubled. 

Of course, the slam should have been 
defeated. West had two chances to beat 
the contract and muffed thern both! 

First of all, the opening lead 
should have been a diamond. East, 
the defender not on lead, had dou- 
bled six hearts, which called for an 
unusual lead in accordance with the 
slam-doubling convention. The only 
side suit that had been bid by North- 
South was diamonds, so this was the 
unusual lead being requested. 

If West had led a diamond, East 
would have ruffed, returned a spade 
and then gotten another ruff to defeat 
the slam two tricks — 300 points. 

Even after West led the king of 
spades, he still could have saved the 
day by switching to a diamond, But 
he blithely ignored East’s play of a 
low spade on the king — which clear- 
ly told West to stop playing spades — 
and continued with the suit. After that 
it was Curtains. 

The moral, if there is one, is that bridge 
iS a partnership game, and you can’t 
afford to ignore critical signals from 
your own partner. Once, maybe there's 
some excuse for, but twice, never!

Can Lyme 
Disease Lead 


To Parkinson’s? 


DEAR DR. ROACH: Can 
Lyme disease send a person 
into Parkinson’s disease? I 
tested positive for Lyme -- I 
had the bulls-eye rash, fever 
and terrible headaches. After 
a month on doxycycline, my 
left arm started shaking and 
my neurologist diagnosed me 
with Parkinson’s. The doc- 
tor said it had nothing to do 
with the Lyme disease. What 
is your opinion?--S.M. 

ANSWER: | can absolutely 
understand why you might sus- 
pect that the neurologist could 
be wrong. The coincidence 
seems too much to believe. 
However, I think your neurolo- 
gist is probably correct. The 
different types of neurological 
complications of Lyme disease 
are many and varied. The most 
common are any combination 


_of meningitis symptoms (in- 


flammation of the lining of the 
brain, with headache, fever, 
stiff neck and light sensitivity); 
disorders of the cranial nerves 
(especially the facial nerve, so 
people with neurological Lyme 
disease can look like they have 
Bell’s palsy); and damage to 
‘peripheral nerves, causing pain 
and weakness or numbness, 
often resembling sciatica (but 
may include other parts of the 
body). 

A detailed neurological 
exam by a neurologist would 
look for signs of Parkinson’s 
disease -- not just the tremor 
you describe, but also muscle 
rigidity and changes in gait. 
These would be very unusual 
in Lyme disease. I did find 
cases resembling some aspects 
of Parkinson’s disease, but they 
improved with treatment. It is 
possible that the stress of the 
Lyme disease hastened the on- 
set of Parkinson’s disease you 
were destined to get. 

I say your neurologist is 
“probably correct” because 


what I found -- absence of data 
to support a correlation -- does 
not mean that there is no cor- 
relation, and it is possible that 
time may prove Lyme disease 


is connected to Parkinson’s. — 


However, I think it’s unlikely.

DEAR DR. ROACH: Ever 
since my mother became ill, 
my father’s health has gone 
downhill. He has trouble 
walking and getting up from 
a sitting position, and he 
has hardly any feeling in his 
hands. It has gotten so bad 
that he has to pick things up 
with the webbing of his fin- 
gers then manipulate it to the 
correct position. 

His doctor claims that this 
is old age, but I fear it could be 
a bone issue. A friend of mine 
many years ago found that 
she could not raise her arm 
past her shoulders and subse- 
quently had neck surgery at 
the age of 80 to correct it. My 
father is 77 and was fine un- 
til recently. Is this really “old 
age,” or could something else 
be wrong?-- J.P. 

ANSWER: It is NOT “old 
age.” 

It’s a problem with his ner- 
vous system, but I can’t tell you 
what exactly without’ a more 
comprehensive evaluation. 
There are several likely possi- 
bilities, including carpal tunnel 
syndrome, but many others as 
well. He should: have an evalu- 
ation. A neurologist would be 
an excellent place to start.

A recent column on itchy ears 
generated a lot of letters from 
readers, mostly asking whether 
this was due to allergies. One 
person found that it was the 
dye from shampoo that seemed 
to cause the symptom. Several 
people wrote in that treatment 
with medicated selenium sham- 
poo helped solve their problem.
